Section 1. That no person, firm or corpora- 
tion using. enjoying or exercising any fran- 
chise heretofore granted or that may be here- 
after granted by the city of Atlanta shall 
permit or suffer the use of the same by anv 
other person, firm or corporation except by 
express consent of the mayor and general 
council. 

Sec. 2. That no person. firm o corporation 
using, edjoying or exercising any franchise 
heretofore granted or thate hereafter he grant- 
ed by the city of Atlanta shall enter into anv 
traffic arrangement or a business agreement 
of any kind with any other firm, person or 
corporation whereby any franchise granted 
by the city of Atlante for the use of the 
Same, shall be leased, rented, farmed out. used 
in common or whereby any kind shall he 
permitted.to be run over anv street railroad 
in the city of Atlanta, except bv express 
consent of the mayor apd general council. 

Sec. 8. That one of the conditions that 
Shall be imposed in the granting of any such 
privilege and one of the considerations of 
said grant shall be that the owner, holder, 
user of said franchise and the person, firm or 
corporation desiring to lease, rent, farm out 
or use in any way sald franchise for the pur- 
pose of running any cars of any kind over any 
street railroad in the city of Atlanta. shall 
transport as passengers free of charge over |. 
the lines and on the passenger care of each 
party the officers and employees of the city 
of Atlanta in the various departments of the 
same. The officers and employees heretn 
designated shall be such officers and employees 
as shall be designated by the mavyvwr of the 
city of Atlanta or the heads of the various 
departments as being such officers and em- 
ployees, the free transportation of whom shall 
be for the good of the public service and shall 
include the teachers of the public schools. 

Any violation of this ordinance by any per- 
son, firm or corporation, agent or employee, 
shall be punished by fine or imprisonment or 
both, in the discretion of the recorder.

ONLY FIVE DRAFT PROTESTS

Other Thirteen Drafted Players Are

Cincinnati, Ohio, September 81.—Oniy five of 
the eighteen minor league protests against 
the drafting of players were allowed accord- 
ing to a finding of the national baseball cogi- 
mission today.

set aside.

One such lawless demonstfation is more than enough. The constituted 
authorities should and doubtless will take vigorous hold ofthe matter and 
bring about speedy suppression of it.

The building of roads that will be per- 
manent is rather costly business, Are 
thr counties which will take convicts 
prepared not only to take care of the 
convicts and at the same time bear the 
expense of constructing roads ‘that will 
be permanent? A year of the new con- 
vict ‘system will answer that question. 

We are of the opinion that the only 
Safe and satisfaetery method of kcep- 
ing and caring for the convicts is to 
them on farms under the controt 
of the state. 

The lease system is bad, and should 
have been abandoned, wut before aban- 
doning it wholly,-*-a better sv'stem 
should have been adopted. In Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana there is a systen 
that is entirely under the authority of 
the state, avoids *eandals, secures hu- 
mane treatment. for the. convicts and 
returns a profit to the state. When the 
convict: leaves the penitentiary in those 
States it is, in many cases, with a de- 
termination to live: the life of a good 
citizen. He has, in a measure, been re- 
formed. 

In the stystem that has been adopted 
in this gtate therd is no effort at ™, 
form..In fact, the system has nothing 
to recommend it except that the con- 
vict force will be employed in road 
making. That feature could have been 
made a part of a farm system—that is, 
the cohvicts could have been used on 
the public roads under state officers 
in seasons when ‘farm work wasn't 
pressing. , 

The prison camimission and the gov- 
ernor are given authority to hire out 
the convicts not assigned to counties. 
The new law that has cost the tax 
payers between $36,000 and $40,000 is 
simply patchwork and will bring no 
credit to its authors,

D Wheatley, of Alabama, 
special counsel for the Alabama rail- 
road commission, followed, and, after 
stating that Wished to approve all 
‘that Mr. Wimbish had said, added that 
Alabama suffered from freight rates 
even higher than those enjoyed by 
Georgia, even before 
made in August.

Posttion of the HKallroads.

After reading 
tracts from the Atlanta 1904 confer- 
ence, after which the freight rate re- 
ductions were made, Mr. Wimbish call- 
ed to the witness stand W. E. Small, 
of Macon, a grain dealer, of the firm of 
J. B. Small & Co., vho“was examined. 

He stated that he estimated the in- 
| creased cost to the consumers in his 
|térritory would be $150,000 a year on 
‘account of the increase in freight rate, 
land that it would hit bis firm for $6.- 
000. He stated that his margin of profit 
;was 7 |-2 cents a barre!, and the iIn- 
lereased freight rate on it was 4 cents, 
He said that he absorbed part of the 
increase, but when trade adjusted it- 
self the consumer would pay the freight. 

The commissionera asked 
questions to bring out points. 
Baxter asked if the Macon rates had 
been reduced when the Atlanta rates 
were, and he replied: “Il don't know,” 
and was then excused. 

A. W. Hodnett. of Atlanta, with the 
W. S. ‘Duncon & Co., grain dealers, 
followed, and stated that no elevator or 
transfer charges were allowed in At- 
lanta, but he heard they were in Nash- 
ville. He estimated the increased rate 
to cost his fira about $22,000 per an- 
num, He said their business was 
larger in 1908 than in 1905. 

He wrought out the fact the Tllinois 
Central had neglected to get its tariff 
filed increasing the rate out of Mem- 
phis, and a saving of $8 a car was to 
be had by using that road. which every 
witness thereafter. except one, stated 
that they had used, to an advantage, 
and had shared the advantage with 
their purchasers. 

Star Witness on Stand. 

Black of the J. D. Frazier & 
Ce. oF was the star witness 
of the day. He rattled facts and fig- 
ures off in great Shape. He estimated 
the cost to Atlanta, on the new rate, at 
$150,000 per annum. It was during his 
second time on the stand that bien, Sen 
duced a contract which provided an in- 
crease in the cost of commodity to be 
shipped, when the contract was made 
in July, in the event the increased 
rate went into effect on August 1}. It 
amounted to 40 cents a ton more. Judge 
Henry I.. Stone, general counsel for 
the Louisville and Nashville road, ob- 
jected the contract being a part of 
the record. His objection was not sus- 
tained, and the first point of the day 
was won by the men fighting the raise. 

Dan Joseph, of Columbus, and A. P. 
Morgan, of Atlanta, the latter the peti- 
tioner, were examined and brought out 
the same testimony, practically. 

Fr. M. Hazlehurst, of Macon, made the 
estimate for the increased cost to the 
state to be between $1,000,000 and $l,- 
500,000, wihich made the roads cross- 
question him sharply. When asked for 
his rg@sons, stated it was merely an 
sstindllle, and after they asked if it 
were not a guess, he said, ‘‘Yes,’’ and 
he was excused. 

M. Hudson, of the MocCord-Stew- 
art Company, of Atlanta, followed. and 
was in turn followed by W. FEF.
